Election/Restrictions 

1 . This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species of 
the claimed invention: 

I: Fig. 1 - Laser scanning microscope with wavefront converting element and xy-scanning 
II: Figs. 8-10 - Laser scanning microscope with reflective type converting element and a 
reflecting mirror with an aperture 

III: Fig. 14 - Laser scanning microscope with reflective type converting element and a 
reflecting mirror 

IV: Fig. 17 - Laser scanning microscope with reflective type converting element and a light- 
emitting/light-receiving optical element 

V: Figs. 19-20 - Laser scanning microscope with reflective type converting element on 
which a light beam is obliquely incident 

VI: Fig. 23 - Laser scanning microscope with reflective type converting element having an 
aspheric toric surface

In either instance, if the 
examiner finds one of the inventions unpatentable over the prior art, the evidence or admission 
may be used in a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention.
